LIpon the twenty fourth day of the eight month in the year one thouſand fix 
hundred and ſixty,Chriſtopher Taylor and Richard Scojirop, with many other Friends 
of rhetruth being met cogether in peace without harm to any, to wait upon the 
Lord, being ina piece otGround belonging unto Wiliam Cave in the Town of 
Brambup , Prieſt Croſs!and called Miniſter of thar 1own, and Edward WWadington 
who called himſelf high Conſtable, came in amongſt usin much hatred & emnity, 
having gachered a Multirde of the rude people and baſer ſort of together, 
and when the ſaid Richard coftrop and Chriſtopher Tailor being moved of the Lord, 
did inſtru& Friends and people in the way of the Lordzthe faid Prieft Croſslayd and 
Edward Wadington,was the firſt that layd violent hands on them and hailed chem 
away, charging the rude people who were found in ſwearing, lying, and curling 
-to aijift chem, to which they were ready, like their Prieſt, ſhowing forch the fruits 
'of his teaching, hailing and puſhing them as if they had been theeves, that Chri/to- 
pher Tailor was moved to ſay they werelike to murther him, and Richard Scojrrop 
was bloody with their tearing of him, not ſuffering them co ſpeak any words of 
exhorta:ion to the people. But Prieft Croſs/and ſaid they had an order from the 
King not to ſuffer us to meet or ſpeak together, but we ſuppoſing it was not fo, 

the Kings word being that none ſhould trouble or moleft us for our Religion or 
opinion, 
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opinion, while we lived peacably in the Nation, we demanded to ſee his warrant; 
which hedenyed 3 and the rude people pulled Richard Scoſtrop as they were com- 
anded by their Prieſt, up from his knees, being calling upon the Name ofthe Lord 
in prayer with Friends ; now let all who have any foberneſs or unde:ttanding 
conſider if this Prieſt whois called a Miniſter of Chriſt, avides in his Do& :inec, or 
if he be cometo the Lawand the Prophets, who faith, do untoall men as you 
would they ſhould do unto you, or did he fo unto us; and he and the reft drag- 
ged us out of their Town, and after they had like Wolves amongſt ſheep, teared us 
out of their Town, would nor ſuffer us ro ſtay inthe common ttreer, or reſt, bur 
haleduson a long lane, and ſhoved us toward a common, -far from the Town, 
and would not by any word was ſpoken, keep themſelves in peac2 towards [us 
who offered harm to none, 

Now in this manner and many ſeveral waies are we by Magiſtrates, prieſts 
and rude people who are incouraged and by theirleaders cauſed toerr,perfecuted 
in pretence of warrant from the King, and power given from him, and as it was 
6k in Oliverstime done by them unto ns, fois it now, and our ſufferings in many 

places greater, and the hand of the evil doers more itrenghthened againſt us, who 
fiincewe werea People, have not perſecuted any , or fought revenge againſt cur 
| perſecutors in the leaſt manner, but with patience have ſuffered what hath been 
done unto us, knowing that all who will live godly in Chrift Jeſus mutt ſuffer per- 
ſecution, and be hated of all men for his Names ſake, and do rejoyce that we are 
counted worthy. 

Theſe Friends of the truth whoſe Names are under written, who dogive their Teſtimony of 
the truth and of Things herein mentioned, who were preſent at the time of this perſecu- 
tio, Nicolas Rawſon, John Jackſon, Michael Renold, Anthony Welt, William

horſe, Sadle and Pillion and what kelonged to him,and kept him three weeks but 
one day, and thien ſent him home,withour ſadlezbridle, pillion and the reft which 
they keep to this day, notwithſtanding have been oft demanded of them; And 
they beat many friends mnch for coming to the Town, and ſuffered rude boyes 
and others without reproof to abuſe ſober people, to the ſhame of Juſtice and the 
offeſhon of their Toun, and this hath been done in the preſence and hear- 
ing of him the ſaid Dadly Templer and not reproved; And be himſelf hath ſcoff- 
edat Friends, and evil intreated many, and ſet the rude people on to hale us 
out of the Town, when if any thing could have been charged againſt us, he be- 
ing a Juſtice and a Commander of a Troop of Horſe, might have brought any of 
us to tryal, and notin ſuch a manner, contrary to Law and Juſtice, have abuſed 
us, and broken the peace of this Nation, and ſo rendred himſelf uncapable to

And of this his proceedings hundreds can teſtifie who have been eye-witnefles, 
and ſufferers by him, and his Clerk, and others of the Town of Wetherfield. 


At a Meeting in Thaxtedin Eſſex, the People of God being met peaceably _ 
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ther to wait upon the Lord, a great company of rude people of the Town gathered 
otgether about the houſe, ſwearing and curling what they would do to the Quakers 
as they called them,and the place of their meeting being neer che high way, they 
caſt in dirt and ſtones, to the great annoyances of the peaceable people that were 
then waiting upon the Lord, and they were much abuſed by ſtones and'abundance 
of dirt caſt upon them, which the rude people took out of the open ſtreet 3 and 
there came a drunkard {wearing and raging , like unto a ad man, and he and 


the rude people broke into the houſe, andilaid violent hands upon many of 


the peaceable people, and endeavoured to pull him down that was ſpeaking to 
the people in the fear of God. 

And tor ſome huurs in this manner they abuſed: ſober people in their own 
houſe that were met together to wait upon the Lordand to worſhip him in ſpirit 
and when ſome went to ſome of the Magiſtrates in the Town to acquaint them 
with this abufe, defiring them to Keep the peace, they made light of the matter, 
and would not appeaſe the rude Mulcitude nor preſerve the ſober people in their 
;uft right and liberties, for it was ſaid that one of the Magiſtrates thould ſpeak to 
the drunken feliow aforelaid to come up into our meeting, and bad him make 
ſport; and ſo great was theabufe chart the ſober People was forced to remove their 
meeting to another place, whither the rude people' alſo followed chem, and did 
caſt dirc and ſtones ac them, F

Pon the thirteenth day of the third Month following, (called May ) the 

] Scholers and rude Multitude came and brake open ſeveral doors and burſt 
the locks and bolts with a great hammer, and when we paſſed out from our mee- 
ting we were moſt ſhamefully abuſed by the Scholars an.! rude Mulcitude, ſeveral 
handreds ftanding in the ſtreets, fome beating of us,and ſome rejoycing to ſee us 
bearen. 

Upon the twentieth day of the ſame Month, the Scholers and Souldiers and 
the rude Multitude came in with one of the chief Conftables which ſaid, that the 
Mayor had a letter from Fa, Tompſon of Trumpington, called a Juſtice, which did in- 
form the Mayor that ſeveral of us had arms, whereupon we deſired that we mighc 
be fearched, they ſearching fome few of as & finding none, the rude Mulcicude fell 
violently upon us and drew ſome of ns ont by the hair, and pulled and haled all 
the reſt out, and kicker }/iliam Alley who was moved to declare the truth to the 
people in the Power of the Lord, being ſo groſly abuſed, that he was very unable 
to go abroad for ſeveral days. 

After that we was parted from the meeting-houſe, they came with hammers 
and what piecesof wood they could get, and fell ro work on their Sabbath day, 
and they did break and batter che houſe within and without, that it is judged by 
their own Generation that twenty pounds will ſcarce make it as it was,

Henry Foſter was pulled ont of the meeting houſe, and had before the Mayor 
and Aldermen where he was ſearched for Arms, but fonnd none, and diſcharged 
to come any more to his own hired houſe upon a firſt day. | 

Upon the ſecond of the fifth Month, 166560. Friends being peaceably mer to- 


_ gether, ſeveral of the Scholars and others with them came with a Smiths great 


hammer 
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hammer and other things, and broke up the houſe, although two doors was open 
into the ſame,and with che boards and ſhivers ofthe houſe armed chemſelves, with 
which chey knockt down many in the houſeand in the freer, ſhedding the blood 
chat day of near thirty, and bruifing the fleſh of nere an hundred in a very lamen- 
table manner, ſome of whom were dangerouſly wounded. po 

Alſo the eight of the fifth Month che Scholers affaulted the meeting again, and 
crore friends out in an exceeding uncivil manner; And on the 35th. day they 
broke up Friends mecting again and near pulled down the houſe, and with the 
ruins of the ſame wounded leveral Friends. 

And befides, the Scholers and others that joyn with them,do daily tear friends 
cloathes as they paile in the Streets, and nip and abuſe cheir fleſh, and pull chem 
by the hair, and ftone, buffer and knock Friends down when they have pulled 
them out of the :neeting and tread them in the channels, that had not the Lord 
wonderfully preſerved chem, many Friends had been {lain ere now. 

The Names of part of ewenty four that had their blood ſhed by the Scholers and 
others in Cambridge, beſides many that had their cloathsrent and knockt down 1n- 
ro theChannels and kickt and trod upon,and one was kept in the mud till he was 
almoſt ſmothered, and others pinched and pulled by the noſe, and ſome ſtab- 
bed.

As the people of the Lord were met together to worſhip God in the ſpirit peace= 
ably in the ſaid Town, Captain Sprag ſent ſeveral files of armed men with firelocks, 
and violently haled our of our meeting eighteen men and women, and punched 
them & dragged them along, 8& ſhut the Gates, 8& men and wives were turned from 
their habitations, and children and families and callings, and are not permitted to 
come1n again, though ſome came in again, yet were turned out of the Town again 
from their Families and imployments, & ſome defiring to, have their Inſtruments 
to labor withal was not permitted;befides were kept in a houſe whereFriends met,

ſcek, but lay chem before you, conſidering you have been well acquainted wich
